A special session of the federal grand 
jury to probe the alleged activities of 
the coal operators in restricting coal 
production thruout the United States 
wa scalled today by Judge A. B. An- 
derson, to meet next Monday. 


"A most thoro sweeping and search- 


ing Investigation will be made by the 
grand jury of ail violators, and wheth- 
er they be miners, mine officers, op- 
erators, or dealers, they will brot to 
book," says the government's state- 
ment. 


The government will ask the grand 


jury for indictments for such viola- 
tions of the law as may be developed 
before It and that this is not for the 
purpose "only of bringing relief from 
the present intolerable situation, but 
that the government expects to prose- 
cute all violators of the law to the 
end and expects to insist that such 
violators shall suffer the penalty pro- 
vided by law," it is declared. 


"We shall not only Insist that the 


coal operators are in league with the 
miners to violate the Lever act but 
we shall further insist," the 
state- 


ment declares, "that the coal opera- 
tors themselves have combined and 
conspired to violate the criminal pro- 
visions of the ant! trusst acts passed 
by congress and that they have vio- 
lated such provisions." 


The grand jury's investigations will 


include "everybody, everywhere," it 
was asserted by District Attorney I. 
Ert Slack. 


The grand jury was called by Judge 


Anderson as a result of information 
charging contempt of court filed with 
the court late yesterday by the gov- 
ernment. 


Tho jury, it is said, "will be charged 


to investigate the violations of the 
Lever act, not only on the part of the 
defendants to the injunction suit and 
the officers o£ the United Mine Work- 
ers but also any other 
persons in- 


cluding miners and operators 
who 


have In anyway before or since the 
suit, joined with these defendants in 
carrying out this unlawful conspiracy, 
says a statement prepared by Mr. 
Slack and Dan Slmms, special assist- 
ant attorney. 


The information filed with the court 


"sets forth facts which indciate that 
the conspiracy to violate the Lever act 
extends far beyond the officers of the 
United Mine Workers and the miners 
themselves," the statement says. 


"From the facts now in our posses- 


sion it appearss that the coal opera- 
tors also are engaged in a conspiracy 
to violate that law." 


The information shows also that the 


injunction has snot only 
been dis- 


obeyed but that the Lever act "has 
been and is now being grossly, open- 
ly and definitely violated."
